SUMMARY  OF  CROP  CONDITIONS. 

Septrmbeb  30TII,  1U17. 

Oenernlly,  crops  have  sufferwl  from  the  cold,  wet,  nnd  late  «prtng  nnd  giibnequont 
drought  and  exrcFsIre  heat. 

Much  of  the  fall  wheat  In  the  Kni>tern  iie<tlong  of  the  Province  was  n  failure 
from  frost  and  drought,  cgiHH-inlly  In  the  Boundary  Dlftrlct,  where  the  lo»g  was  ng 
high  as  75  and  M)  i>or  cent.  In  the  Okanngnn  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  wag  lost. 
Slight  frost  In  July  nnd  a  killing  frost  on  August  30th  In  the  Thompson  Wntershetl 
section  damaged  potntnes  and  beans. 

Knin  In  the  northern  part  of  Vancouver  Island  damaged  grain  2%  to  10  per 
cent.,  while  In  gome  sections  of  the  Lower  Fraser  River  the  loss  to  grain  from 
unfavourable  weather  and  disease  was  as  higlf  as  25  per  cent. 

In  the  Thompson  Watershe<l  section  losses  from  drought  are  reiwrted  between 
5  and  50  per  cent.    The  higher  losses  seem  to  have  owurred  on  summer  fallow. 

FoDDEB  Crops. 

Hay  Is  reported  as  having  ylelde<l  well  and  was  harvested  In  good  shape 
generslly. 

In  the  central  sections,  alorg  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  a  larger  area 
of  wild  hay  than  usual  was  cut,  and  farmers  are  satisfied  that  there  will  be  suBl- 
clent  fo<lder  to  winter  stock. 

Alfalfa  produced  normal  crops  from  the  firsi  cutting,  but  the  second  crop  was 
below  average  where  water  was  Insilfflclent.  Poor  results  from  this  crop  In  the  more 
northern  sections  are  reported,  while  East  Kootenny  had  a  giiod  yield  where  Irri- 
gated. From  15  to  20  per  cent,  of  the  oats  sown  were  cut  for  feed  or  ensilage.  I^i 
past  years  the  percentage  has  been  about  15,  but  Immature  fields  and  Increased  silage 
demands  have  increased  this  percentage. 

Corn  will  not  produce  a  normal  crop  owing  to  the  late  spring  nnd  prolonged 
drought  as  well  as  frosts  In  some  sections. 

Potatoes  in  average  yield  per  acre  are  expected  to  be  below  normal,  hut  as  no 
small  a  percentage  of  this  crop  had  been  harvested  at  the  time  of  reporting.  It  Is 
difficult  o  state  how  much.  Early  Varieties  on  the  lower  land  produced  a  fair  crop, 
but  late  varieties,  and  csiiecially  the  delayed  plantings  and  on  high  laud,  are  Indicaf-
